It is generally supposed that the pecuniary 


success of Mr. Dickens' career baa been at least 
equal to bis literary reputation. 
But his history 


is another example of the great results which 
may frequently spring from small beginnings. 
His parents were far from rich, and in his 
younger days Charles was reckless in his per- 
sonal expenditures, and apparently unstable In 
character. ' Many anecdotes are told of his 
youlhful escapades in his nalive village, and one 
which was relaled to the writer by one of 
Dickens' friends, now a noted London journal- 
ist, is somewhat singular. While writln- his 
early sketches for the Morning Chronicle, ho 
was, or fancied himself to be, deeply enamored 
of a young lady named Emma Floyd. She 
lived at a distance of about three miles from 
his father's house. Midway between the two 
was the Post Office whore Dickens mailed bis 
manuscript to the London editor. In those 
days it was optional to prepay a teller or inflict 
Uie expense ou the recipient. 
Postage was then 


eight pence an ounce, and Dickens'fearing that 
unpaid matter might be refused, was com- 
pelled to borrow the necessary funds from the 
village grocer. When in possession of money 
he would hurry past the office to see his inamo- 
rata, and, having many friends, he contracted 
a habit of stopping at the Eluis, a wayside tav- 
ern, and when he left, there wore, of course, no 
fund* to pay the lelter due in London. 


Thia went on for some time, until Miss Em- 


ma Floyd, alarmed by the report* of her lover's 
unsteadiness, cast him off, and Dickens', in des- 
pair, a« was said, resorted to wild life fora time. 
There is a singular story told of a mistake he 
made under these circumstances: Returning 
home from the "Elms" in the evening, he met

appearance.

once made a fervent declaiation of love, le- 
newed his protesls of undying attachment, and 
begged forgiveness for all his errors in the past.

Having obtained 
a situation upon the paper, aud finding his own 
proper literary work remunerative, Mr. Dickens 
appeared another being. 
He wan all energy, 


and his veisatile powers rapidly made Ihem- 
selves conspicuous, so much so, indeed, that he 


was only one obslacle to encounler, he ,._. 
sure—lhat was his mother'* prejudice. 
When 


she learnl the story of Amy's life he was sure 
she would at once put her veto against his mar- 
riage. Still, was he a boy, to be advised in such 
a matler? He would not ask her opinion. 
Much ai he loved his mother, he knew her 
weak points, and felt assured that the wisest 
course would be to get a special license, marry 
Amy at once, and take her back to Scotland 
with him. But in this he reckoned without 
his host.

" Pickwick Papers." Chapter by chapter they 
were published as soon as written, anil, how- 
ever admirable the transaclions of Uie " Pick- 
wick Club" are as a whole, traces of waul of 
conlinuily are apparent in Hie work. The cele- 
brated " Mrs. Bardell" was drawn from a living 
portrait; she was a Mrs. Ann Ellis, who kept 
an eating house near Doctors' Commons on 
Great Knight Rider street. " Mr. Snodgrass," 
ii. his principal characteristics, and even the 
description of his peisona) appearance, was at 
once accepted as a caricature of a Mr. Winters, 
a novecui riche who might be seen in the season, 
every afteinoon, at 4 o'clock, ogling the ladies 
in the Ladies' Mile iu the Park, and in the sum- 
mer at Cheltenham Bath, aud the fashionable 
watering-places. The " Fai Boy" was acknow- 
ledged to be sketched from the servant of a 
gate-keener in Essex, on the London and 
Chelinafoid road. Many other characters in his 
novels have also, from time to time, been traced 
lo real characters. Their author, however, in 
most instaiwes, has denied the authenticity of 
the portraits. It', howcrrer, tho great • author 
who has left us, dhl not paint from the liv- 
fn« figure-heads the individual actors in his 
novels, he certainly drew life from Its broad 
lights and shades KS it actually was. ''Oliver 
Twist," "Bleak House," and •' David Copppi- 
fi»ld" exposed some of the rco«t itlarinu wionss 
in the lower and 
middle strala of EiHjsh 


society; and suggested ameliorations which 
were ultimately carrind out in the management 
of tlu> Jail and the Work-housi'. The reform 
in Chancery practice, nominally inlrortnccd by

I his, perhaps, shows his versatility 


more than any thing he has published. 


As a friend Dickens wa* conslanl and sin- 


cere. Between himself and Thackeray ihere 
was never a single feeling of jealousy, or aught 
bul the most aflectlonale regard. The press 
and ihe critics were arrayed in two camps- 
one magnifying the author of Vanity Fair, Ihe 
olher the graphic hand of thu Pickwick Papers, 
Bui when Thackeray died and left ihe Adven- 
turas of Plnhp unfinished, us has also been left 
the Myslery ol'EdwIn Drood, Thackeray hud no 
Jinwrer mourner throughout all England lhau 
the greal ilval who has now followed him to the 
grave.

Mr. Fawceu, and Mr. John Stuart 
Mill, met together in one of ihe rooms adjoin- 
ing St. James Hall, to devise a scheme for meet- 
ing the iucieaseU and increasing evils, which 
Lord Shaflesb'jry argued .were the result of the 
excitement caused by Iho Crimean ,»ar, and 
Ihe return of ihe soldiers from active service. 
H was a singular quartette. Lord Shaftesbury 
the representative of the Evangelical laymen of 
England; John Stuart Mill, one of the most 
recondite thinkers of modern times; Mr. Faw- 
cetl, an acute mathematician, a politician of 
the most advanced school, and completely blind; 
Mr. Dickans, the good-humored, genial painter 
of scenes draw* troin every-day life, the novel- 
estpar excellence—and, singularly enough, it 
was the psii of the latter that wrote the rough 
draft ol the ideas and spirit of nhe numerous 
pamphlets upon, the subject which doodad Eng- 
land during 1858 and 185S). Another social re- 
form, the chief credit of which must be given 
to him, is the spread of the principles of life 
assurance through tlm masses. Every year in 
Household Words, and subsequently in Alllhe 
Year Sound, he published a series of articles 
demonstrating the practical advantage of pru- 
dent lite assurance, and with invincible logic, 
but in plain and homely language, combated 
the objections which prejudice and dulncss and 
selfish fear had raised among a large body of 
the people against the theory and practice of 
life assurance. Many a family would now be 
destitute bad it not been for the foresight incul- 
cated by Charles Dickens. 
And tills led him 


to the consideration of other topics of a kindred 
nature, suob as building societies, savings banks 
mutual benefit associations, aud the creation of 
funds for thesuppwt of the widows and or- 
phans of different guilds, societies,or professions. 
At Ibe dinners given by the Dramatic Society, 
Art Society, the Press Society aud the Printers' 
association, all of which more or less resemhlo' 
savings banks, Charles Dickens was one of 
the most earnest, most popular and most con- 
vincing speakers—one who, by his tongue, 
seems to perfect the work his peri, more than 
Ibat of any othen, had begun. But, good a< 
he was, the genial side of his nature shone out 
with pre-eminent brilliancy. He was what Dr. 
Johnson would have called " a clubable man," 
in the true sense of the term; ever ready to 
enter into the whim which for the moment 
pleased the company best, and to add his ever- 
flowing humor to the common amusement. We 
must not forget a laughable incident at the 
Garrick'a Head, a rather noted tavern of the 
olden type, in Bow itreet, London. It was 
late in the evening.

It is lion 
positively known that many diseases have their 
OiigiD in breathing il.ese gases 
It does not 


follow that they always cause disease, because 
the germs may not always be present, but they 
frequently do. Diphtheria, that scourge of 
both city and cotintn, has been traced time 
nxl again in the city to sewer gas passing into 
tbs house. In the C( uutry, where less atten- 
tion is given to the c lines of disease, the drain 
- for slops is not always iccogmzed as a sou ice of 


diphtheria; but in vei v many cases it, has been 
proved to be so beyond the slightert doubt —
